The monitor Amphitrite, proceeding St. 
Louis-ward up the Mississippi River, is 
minus 27 naval militiamen, who ‘‘jumped 
the ship'’ because they couldn’t get 
enough to eat and had to work too hard. 

Nearly all of them are St. Louisans 
and they were back home Thursday 
after a hard trip on the bumpers of 
freight cars from Vicksburg, Miss. Hav- 
ing no money when they quit the 
Amphitrite they had to “steal’’ home. 

Unbuttered bread of poor quality, un- 
creamed and wSually unsuf..red cof- 
fee, “salt horse’’ and beans form none 
too luxurious fare for a grown man do- 
ing a man’s work, the deserters declare, 
even when he gets enough of it. But 
when the supply is limited, and the 
work to be done is practically unlimited, 
there comes a time when the most pa- 
triotic must rebel. 

Officers Fared Well. 

The trouble dates back, according to 
the deserters, to a raid on the officers’ 
larder soon after the monitor left New 
Orleans. The pantries from which the 
officers’ mess was supplied were stocked 
not only abundantly but most tempting- 
ly. In them were wines and fine whis- 
kjes and toothsome delicacies, the mili- 
tiamen say, along with 50 double cases 
of beer, the gift of a St. Louis brewery. 

It was the raid- 
ers, They took meter all of it, and in 


‘the investigation which followed the 


militiamen swore ‘t must have been the 
regulars and the segulars were equally 
positive that it was the naval militia- 
men. The regulars are enrolled mem- 
bers of the navy, permanently stationed 
on the monitor. There are.about 30 of 
them. 

The fare allotted to the militiamen 
grew worse after that, perhaps because 
the supply did not hold out, but they 
attributed it to spite or punishment on 
the part of the officers. It did not soothe 
their feelings to learn that the regu- 
lars, who ate at a separate mess, were 
getting better fare. 

No Butter for Bread, 

The start from New Orleans was made 
July &. The officers’ pantries were 
raided that night. Two days later com- 
plaint was made by the militiamen to 
the paymaster Lieut. Thomas M. Lov- 


- @tt, because no butter was being served 


with the bread, which was none too ap- 
petising, according to the men, even 
with it. 

For two meals @itter was. served. 
Then; the men say, it disappeared from 
the tables and they saw no more of it. 

_ Open threats were made by some of 
the men July 2% that if enough food 
Was not supplied for the mess, they 
would quit. Those who were iate at the 
tables found that the early arrivals had 
devoured what was placed before them, 
‘and the Jate ones went hungry. Not 
much improvement resulted from the 
complaint, and last Monday six of the 
engine-room men and firemen refused 
to work unless they got a square meal. 
Foragers Supply a Feast. 

Lieutenant-Commander G. F. Schwartz, 
the executive officer of the monitor, 
took charge of the mess when he heard 
of this complaint and sent a foragiug. 
party ashore, which returned with sev- 
@ral sacks of roasting ears and three 
dozen chickens. There was a feast 
aboard, and the disgruntled enginemen 
and firemen returned to work. 

But the relief, according to the 
deserted, was only temporary, and at 
Vicksburg they resolved to quit while 
On shore leave. The Amphitrite lay 
Over theré about 36 hours to take on 
coal and oil, and its crew was short 

7 men when it left that port.

VATICAN TELLS NUNCIO 10 











Preparation for Diplomatic Rup- 
ture Signifies Del Val Has 
Lost Uope. 


ROME, Aug. 4.—Mer. Vico, Papal Nun- 
clo to the Spanish Court, received in- 
structions from the Vatican today to be 
ready to leave Madrid at a moment’s 
notice in case of an unfavorable issue 
to the negotiations. 

This preparation for a complete rup- 
ture of diplomatic relations between 
Spain and the Vatican would indicate 
tha. little is hoped from the answer 
which Cardinal Merry Del Val is now 
drafting. 

Although the Vatican is earnestly try- 
ing to avoid a complete break with 
Spain, Cardinal Merry Del Val fears 
that Senor Canalejas, - Spapish Pre- 
mier, will be forced, fn order to sat- 
‘afy his extremist supporters, to still 
further accentuate his ee pol- 
icy, and the Cardinal is prepari for 
the worst. 

The note, which will be submitted to 
the Papal Congregation of Extraordi- 
nary .Atfairs, will not be given to the 
press fere before 
Spanish Premier at Madrid to comply 
with the usual courtesies of diplomatic 
intercourse. 


WIFE SEES AVIATOR KILLED 
AND FALLS FAINTING ON BODY

BRUSSELLS, Aug. 4,--Nicholas Kinet, 
the Belgian aviator, was instantly killed 
by a fall at the aviation field here. Only 
three weeks ago his cousin, Daniel, one 
of the best-known of the foreign avi- 
ators, was killed in a similar manner 
at Ghent. 

Nichalos Kinet was flying at a height 
of about 650 feet when he was caught 
in a squall. A rear wire of his biplane 
snapped and, becoming entangled in the 
motor, stopped the engine with a sud- 
denness that turned the aeroplane on 
its side. The machine crashed to the 
ground and Kinet was crushed under it. 

Kinet’s wife and family were among 
the witnesses of the accident and rushed 
onto the field. The wife fell uncon- 
scious beside the body, while the broth- 
er, in a fit of grief, threw himself head- 
foremost on the wrecked machine.

In the reorganization of the teaching 
corps the medical department of 
Washington University for the coming 
year, Si. Louis physicians see a dramatic 
of one faction over another 
after a hatred of 70 years; and behold, 


in their mind’s eye, the specter of Dr. 
Charles Alexander Pope rise from the 
grave and crush at last, with eager 
hands, the spirit of his redoubtable foe, 
the late Dr. Joséph Nash’ McDowell. 
In the faculty changes which have 
been made, the sensation of which is 
uppermost in the minds of the medical 
profession of the city, Dr. Washington 
E. Fischel proved himself all powerful. 
His victory culminated in the dropping 
of Dr. Herman Tuholske, his leading 
enemy, from the roster of the univer- 
sity. Dr. Fischel is a disciple of Dr. 
Pope, and Dr. Tuholske a veteran of 
the McDowell faction. The animosity 
of the two dead leaders was inherited 
in full measure by their followers.

Three Are Dropped. 

Eliminated with Dr. Tuholske were 
his son-in-law and associate, Dr. Ernst 
Jonas, and the former’s nephew, Dr. 
William S. Deutsch. In their stead 
Dr. Fischel has found berths in the 
faculty for his son, Dr-WatterFischel; 
his brother, Dr. Ellis Fischel; his son- 
in-law, Dr. George Gellhorn, and two 
nephews, Dr. Albert E. Taussig and Dr 
Frederick Taussig. 

Victory came to Dr. Fischeéll through 
the raising of a $5,000,000 endowment 
fund for the university medical depart- 
ment, the largest subscribers to which 
were allied with the triumphant fac- 
tion. Many donations were made, it is 
declared, on the understanding that 
‘fossils’ and ‘“trouble-makers’’—mean- 
ing the opposite party—should be elimi- 
Hated from the faculty. 

This inside story on the Washing- 
ton Untversity upheaval, told here for 
the first time, was revealed by three 
physicians, who were in the thick of 
the fight, and who, for obvious con- 
siderations, cannot permit the employ- 
ment of their names. 

The *war which has just ended in 
the expulsion of one faction of the 
combatants began in the ’forties 
when Dr. McDowell and Dr. Pope 
became almost simultaneously the 
moving spirits of rival medical 
schools in St. Louls. The men were 
contemporaries, rivals in the same 
field and bitter personal enemies. 

St. Louis University maintained a 
medical school at that time, with 
which Dr. Pope was associated. In 
1849, the medical school, under the 
influence of the “Know Nothing” po- 
litical movement, revolted from the 
university, obtained an independent 
charter and set up as the.St. Louis 
Medical College. Dr. Pope became 
dean, and his influence was so emin- 
ent that the institution commonly 
was known as the ‘Pope College.” 

Rival Students Fought. 

At the same time, Dr. McDowell 
had become celebrated as the head 
of the Missouri Medical College, 
which he had aided in founding. The 
enmity between the two institutions 
was so intense that the students 
fought whenever they’ encountered 
each other-in the streets. 

It is related that years afterwards 
two St. Louis. physicians, one a Mis- 
sour! and the other a St. Louis man, 
met by accident in a hotel at Berlin. 
They were thousands of miles from 
home, the only acquaintances in a 
strange land. But the two gray - 
haired physicians passed each other 
in frigid silence and with averted 
looks. 

Colleges Affiliate. 

In 1891, St. Louis Medical College 
became affiliated with Washington 
University, and in 1899 the Missouri 
Medical College joined. the compbina- 
forming the medical depart- 
ment of Washington University, 

The disciples of the two gchools 
give conflicting versions of why the 
enemies at this time determined to 
bury the hatchet, or rather, sheath 
the scalpel. The St. Louis College 
men declare that Missouri College 
was in financial] difficulties. The ja+_ 
ter retort that St. Louis College haa 
dwindled fin attendance until one year 
it graduated only 17 students. 

Friends Estranged. 

The late Dr. Henry Mudd ang Dr. 
John Green were then brother eom- 
manders of the St. Louis College 
forces. Dr. Mudd was a prime: mover 
for the absorption of the Missour; 
College, but Dr. Green, a man of 
vigorous likes and dislikes, could not 
hear with patience the name of the 
rival organization, and. fought the 
consolidation with all his power. Thi

Reported Confession Says He 
Killed Her, but Denies It 
Was Murder.

I .make 
this confession in order to free Miss 
Leneve from suspicion. She, poor girl, 
knew absolutely nothing except what I 
have told her.’’

This theory would be in accord- 
ance with Crippen’s reported confession 
thet he “killed his wife but is not a 
murderer.’’ 
Death From Operation. 

Her death, it is now asserted from 
evidence discovered, was the result of 
an operation probably performed by Dr. 
Crippen ‘himself. 

The instrument believed to have been 
used in the fatal operation will be pro- 
duced at the Coroner’s inquest, which 
was adjourned until Aug. 1. This in- 
strument was found at the Crippen 
home, 39.Hildrop crescent, North Lon- 
Gon, hidden under the floor of the coal 
cellar, where the dismembered and dis- | 
sected- parts of Mrs. Belle Elmore Crip- 
pen’s body were also concealed and 
with quicklime to dissolve

The police here assume that after Mrs. 


Crippen died her husband cut up the 
body in a way only -one who has 
studied anatomy and performed autop- 
sies could do, hid the ftesh in one place 
and possibly burned the bones, no trace 
of the bones having been found. 
Liable to Severe Penalty. 

Crippen’s object in thus disposing of 
his wife’s body, Scotland Yard authori- 
ties reason, was to destroy evidence of 
the operation, on which he was liable 
to a severe penalty 

That this theory ‘is correct is made 
the more probable because after ex- 
haustive investigation the police have 
not been able to discover any really 
adequate motive for M™urder. More- 
over, it is recalled there were grounds 
for suspicion\ that Crippen’s first wife's 
death (he was married before) . was 
caused by a similar operation. Scotiand

WAITENSAS Hit 
AWAITS SENTENCE 


Workhouse -Term Imposed 
and Collection Is Taken for 
Wife He Attacked. 








William Jefferson Pollard 
wept as he stood behind his bench 
in tne Dayton Street Police Court 
Thursday morning and made an elo- 
quent. plea for the wife of a drunkard 
who had violated the celebrated Pol- 
lard pledge, and whom he was send- 
ing to the workhouse. 

Sitting in front of him, deathly pale 
and trembling from drink, was Frank 
Scanlan, the woman's husband, who 
said late: that his hair, which had 
been dark brown the day before, had 
turned gray over night. 

Women sobbed aloud in the crodwed 
courtroom, and tears came to the eyes 
policemen and others in the 
audience. 

Miss Blanche Ross, assistant clerk of 
the court, took Judge Pollard’s hat and 
went from seat to seat and aisle to 
aisle, after he had dropped a $6 Dill 
into it, and everybody who had a dollar, 
a half dollar, a nickel or even a penny 
to spare dropped it in. The clerk of 
the court counted the money when Miss 
Ross had finished, and there was a total 
of $26.56. 

Money Is Given to the Wife. ‘ 

This was turned over to Judge Pol- 
lard. He called Mrs. Ida Scanlan to 

the bar. In her arms was her youngest 
child, Alice, 11 months old. The Judge 
handed the woman the money, kissed 
the baby on one cheek and bade her g0 
her way and try to be happy. 

Scanlan, who resides at 1216 North 
Fourteenth street, is a laborer. After 
having been out all night, he returned 
home Wednesday, fell into a sleep in- 
duced by drink, and later threatened to 
kill his wife with a butcher knife. She 
ran screaming from the house with her 
baby, leaving her eight other children, 
Lue eldest 15, to face the wrath of their 
father. Patrolman Eilerman had to

'draw his revolver before Scanlan would 


Grop the butcher knife. After hearing 
his ease Thursday, Pollard fined the 
man $100. 

Last May Scanlan was fined $50 by 
Judge Pollard for being drunk and beat- 
ing his wife. Scanlan took te “Pol- 
lard pledge’ to abstain from liquor for 
one year, and a woman member of the 
St Louis Ald Society got him a job, but 
his wife soon reported that he had fallen 
from grace. He must pay the penalty 
in the workhouse. 

As he was being taken back to his 
cell. one of the court attaches said to 
Scanian: ‘“‘What happened to your hair 
over night? It was all dark brown 
when you were brought in here yester- 
day.

Common Name of Pestifer- 
ous Insect Is Evergreen 
Bagworm Moth. 








IT DINES ON. LEAVES 


City Forester Has Learned 
That Creature Is Too Smart 
to Be Poisoned. 


A pestiferous insect known as the 


bagworm is eating up about 15,000 trees 
in St. Louis—not biting the bark off 
of them like a hungry horse, but strip- 
ping them of their leaves till in many 
localities they are falling as if be- 
fore an autumn blast. 

This worm is the product of an insect 
known to the public as the evergreen 
bugworm moth, its entoomological name 
being thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis. It 
has been known in this country since 
1872, and is supposed to have been 
brought here in foreign nursery ship- 
ments, just as was the destructive San 
Jose scale. 

in Ceylon they have a legend to the 
effect that each of these worms is a 


‘} human betfng, who, in some previous in- 


carnation, stole kindling wood and is 
now being punished for it by being made 
to live on trees. 

Found in Many Localities, 

If this be true, those now at work in 
St. Louis are living well. They have 
been found by City Forester Andrew 
Meyer on Lindell boulevard, West Pine 
boulevard, Laclede avenue between 
Boyle and Taylor avenues and on the 
cross streets; on Watérman avenue, 
west of Union boulevard; on Hartford 
stret, Castleman avenue, Juniata street, 
Russell avenue and the cross streets: 
im the Plymouth Park district west of 
O’Fallon Park. 

They also exist in O’Fallon Park, Res- 
ervoir Park and in private yards, but 
over these places the City Forester has 
no jurisdiction. 

In St. Louis there are. 100,000 trees, 
says Forester Meyer, and of this num- 
ber about 15,000 are affected by the bag- 
worm. This worm cannot kill a tree, he 
says, nor can any number of them, but 
they can strip the leaves from the leafi- 
est tree in two days, and this not only 
weakens them, but destroys their 
beauty. 

1000 Cocoons on Tree. 

On one tree on Waterman avenue, he 
says, he saw 1000 cocoons hanging. 

Beginning life as a larva, the bagworm 
tackles a tree with the greatest avidity. 
It does not eat the ribs of a leaf, but 
only the tender green part between 
them, leaving the leaf a skéleton, which 
soon withers and curls“up. By the end 
of 10 days, having become a pupa, it 
begins to build itself a cocoon. 

Lays 300 to 500 Eggs. 

The worm itself is three-quarters of 
an inch long, but it adds a compartment 
one-quarter of an inch long for the pur- 
pose of holding its eggs. Each pupa 
lays from 300 to 600 eggs, and it is es- 
timated that from 6 to 9% per cent of 
these hatch and go forth to eat more 
leaves. 

This cocoon the pupa lines with beau- 
tiful silk threads, almost infinitesimally 
fine, and then wraps the whole thing 
around with a mixture of tiny twigs 
and pieces of leaves, just as artistically 
as a wren builds its nest. At one end 
it leaves a hole big enough for it to 
crawl through and then, by means of 
silk threads, attaches this cocoon to 
a twig or branch of a tree. There, as 
the poet said, ‘““where transport and se- 
curity entwine,’’ it prepares to hang 
until next spring. The pupa will dle, 
the eggs will hatch and more bagworms 
will go forth to devastate the foilage. 

Knows Hew to Dodge Poison. 

Very foxy he is, this bagworm. He is 
wiser than some human beings, for no- 
body can make him take poison. For- 
ester Meyer has tried it. His men have 
a machine which scatters an arsenical 
solution and which can spray 100 trees 
a day. But never yet have they de- 
stroyed a bagworm. 

Something seems to tell him that all is 
not well; so when he smelis the poison 
he slips down his silk cord, like a sailor 
down a rope, and suspends himself 
six inches below his twig. When he 
thinks the danger is gone, he climbs 
back, but if he is still suspicious he 
slides down again. , 

While he is called the evergreen bag- 
worm, because of his fondness for ce- 
dars, arbor vitae and other evergreen 
trees, he also feasts upon box alders, 
soft maples and gum trees. 

Dr. H. C. Irish, superintendent of 
Shaw’s Garden said Thursday: “I 
saw a bagworm, his cocoon only par- 
tially formed, cilmbing up a telephone 
pole today, evidently hoping to find 
limbs and leaves above; but most of 
the little pests are wiser than this.’

Bread and beans for breakfast, with 
coffee; for dinner, beans and bread, with 
coffee; for supper, coffee, with bread 
and beans. This was the usual day’s 
menu. Sometimes they gave us bacon 
for breakfast. It is enough to say that, 
hungry as we were, we didn’t eat it all. 
One of the men tied a string around his 
piece and told the others about it. It 
came back at dinner. 

“Sometimes we had boiled potatoes. 
As a rule we did not. We didn’t get 
enough to eat to keep a sick man go- 
ing, and what made us madder was the 
fact that the officers were living like 
lords. 

“We understood that the 50 double 
cases of beer were intended for all 
aboard,.too, but none of the miltiamen 
got any, so far as I know. If militia- 
men raided the iceboxes, that’s a dif- 
ferent story. I don’t know who did it, 
but I hope it was some of the St. Louis 
boys. The gift was from a St. Louis 
brewery, and the St. Louisans deserved 
a share.’ 

Oscar L. Whitelaw, vice-president of 
the Business Men’s League, said that 
crganization contributed liberally to the 
expenses of the trip, but would not say 
how much.

HAYNES CLINCHED | 


$12,000 LOAN 
WITH A PRAYER 


Victim Who Lost $6000 by 
Transaction Helped Him 
Give Thanks. 





STOCK AS COLLATERAL 





Insurance Man Used It to Get 
a Loan and Never 
Paid Up. 





After receiving a loan of $12,000 worth 
of stock, Edgar A. P. Haynes suggested 
to the lender, Charles Nelson Huat, 
then a resident of St. Louis, that they 
engage in a “season of prayer.”’ Hunt, 
who had first met Haynes in connection 
with the reformer’s work as 4 lay 


preacher and antisaloon worker, ap- 
proved the suggestion, and the two, 
with Hunt’s wife and son, knelt in the 
parlor of the Hunt home, while Haynes 


‘led in a fervent petition. 


That was more than five years ago, 
and Hunt, who got his stock back only 
by paying out $6000 principal and inter- 
est to satisfy notes which Haynes gave 
with the stock as security, has never 
been able to recover any part of the 
$6000 from Haynes. He has placed his 
claim in a@ lawyer’s hands. Hunt's 
story, one of many similar ones brought 
out by the indictment of Haynes in St. 
Louis on defalcation charges, was told 
to a Post-Dispatch correspondent in 
North Yakima,, Wash., where Hunt 
now lives. 

Men Near in Distance. 

North Yakima is near, as distances 
are reckoned in the Northwest, to’ 
Spokane, where Haynes is now pro- 
prietor of a daily paper known chief- 
ly as a railroad and liquor organ. But 
since Hunt’s removal to the North- 
west, he has been unable to get any 
definite reply to inquiries about 
his claim. In St. Louis he was able 
io get promises, but since both wént 
to Washington, even the promises, 
Hunt says, have ceased. 

“It was through Haynes’ religious 
associations that I met him in St. 
Louis,” said Hunt to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. “He was an active 
church worker, a lay pastor, sup- 
porter of the Seventh Street mission 
and national president of the Gide- 
ons. So when he proposed business 
dealings, I did not look upon him as 
I would on anyone else, but consid- 
ered instead that our relations were 
those of two Christian workers. 

“Through careful saving, I had ac- 
quired stock in two corporations. In 
the Union Hill Lead Co. I had 370 
shares, and in the Flat River, a cor- 
poration owning 12,000 acres of Mis- 
scuri hardwood timber land, 83,000 
shares, or one-tenth of the whole. 

“Some time after we had first met, 
Haynes suggested to me that I help 
him financially by loaning him the stock, 
which was then worth easily $12,000, for 
a few weeks. He wanted to secure a 
temporary bank loan. 

Haynes Gets the Stock. 

‘I was holding my stock without 
drawing any interest on it, except its 
appreciation in value as the holdings 
of the companies improved. I talked 
matters over-with my wife, and we de- 
cided to let Haynes have it. I invited

Haynes to my house, and in the course 
of our family conference with him, 
May 21, 1905, told him that the stock wag 
practically my only resource, and was 
my provision for my family. I turned 
over the stock, signed an agreement as 
to details of the transaction and rate 
of interest, and took Haynes’ receipt, 
which I now hold, for the stock. 

“When this had been done, Haynes 
suggested a season of prayer, and we 
all knelt in the parlor while he led in 
prayer. 

“Haynes took the stock to a bank, 
got a loan of $6000, signed notes and de- 
posited the stock as security. 


Always Promised to Pay Up. 

“Time after time I asked him to pay 
up the notes and return my stock. He 
always promised to do it at some fu- 
ture time, but put the matter off. Sevy- 
eral times he set a date, and once he 
appointed a time for my wife to draw on 
him, but the draft came back unpaid. 

“He told me that he had paid part 
and would soon have the entire amount 
settled. But he never got the money 
into the bank. Finally the crash came, 
Haynes went broke. I telephoned him 
to St. Louis from Sioux City, and he 
told me my stock was safe. 

“When I came to St. Louis I found 
that no payments had been made on 
the notes. The bank wanted the money. 
I needed the stock back in order to 
save myself. I finally arranged so as 
to pay $6500 and get the stock back, the 
$500 being the accumulated interest. 
Since then the money borrowed has cost 
me more than another $500, and I have 
not been able to hold all my stock. The 
stock has gone up in value, too It is 
conservative to say that I lost $6000. 


Wrote Haynes Many Times. 

“After that I wrote letter after letter 
to Haynes, and for a long time receiy- 
ed replies in which he promised to 
After he left 
Chicago, I did ‘not follow him -with 
letters. Instead I went to Chicago and 
placed the matter in the hands of a col. 
lection agency. What they have done, 
I do not know. They may have been 
instrumental in bringing about the St. 
Louis exposure."’ 

It has been Hunt's intention, in case 
Haynes makes no payment, to send an 
attoreny to Spokane to remain near 
Haynes all the time and compel a set- 
tlement.

produced for a time an estrangement 
between the two friends, it is (paid, 
but Dr. Green was appeased by an 
appointment as special profess in 
the new department. 

The faculty was enlisted, under an 
agreement, by choosing first a physi- 
cian from the St. Louis College staff 
and then one from the Missouri Col- 
lege staff, and so on in alternation. 
Thus it happened that Dr. Fischel 
and Dr. Tuholske became professors 
in the Washington University medical 
department. 

Dr. Mudd is said to have forced an 
agreement that he should be per- 
petual dean of the consolidated facul- 
ty. He did, in fact, hold the position 
until his death. 

Strife Did Not End, 

But if the hatchet was buried, its 
grave was very shallow, according to 
one observer. Dr. Henry Mudd was 
the principal man at St. Luke's: Hos- 

» pital, and recruited his staff from the 
ranke of the St. Louis College. When 
he died, his power was inherited by 
hig brother, Dr. Harvey G. Mudd, who 
continued the policy. 

On the other hand, Dr. Tuholske 
was chief surgeon at the Jewish Hos- 
pital, and surrounded himself with 
Missouri College men. Dr. Norman P. 
Carson filled Mullanphy Hospital with 
St. Louis College men, while the 
Bethesda Children’s Home, the St. 
Louis Children's Home and the Poly- 
clinic on Jefferson avenue were man- 
ned by physicians an@ surgeons of the 
Missouri College faction. 

From this monopolization of hospitals 
by the two factions, continual bicker- 
ings arose. Each side charged that 
the alternation system of recruiting 
the Washington University faculty from 
the rival organizations was being vio- 
lated by the other. Then several inci- 
dents arose which precipitated the in- 
evitable conflict. 


Dr. Morfit in Row. 
Dr. Carson had associated with him 


at Mullanphy Hospital Dr. John C. Mor- 
fit, now Hospital Commissioner. They 
officed together in the Humboldt Build- 
ing, and divided the work at the hos- 
pital. Both were ardent St. Louis Col- 
lege factionaries, 

But at length they quarreied, and on 
Beveral occasions belabored one another 
with their fists on the streets. Dr. Mor- 
fit changed sides and espoused the cause 
of the Ngssouri College “ring.’’

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the legislation which erected the present 
public hospital system of St. Louis. Dr. 
Morfit openly lobbied for the bill which 
created his present position at $5000 a 
year. His legislative plans were ardent- 
ly opposed by most of the St. Louis 
College men in the Washington Univer- 
sity faculty. But Dr. Tuholske, leader 
of the Missouri College clique, supported 
the bill. 

After the bill had naeued % and had been 
signed by the Mayor, Dr. Morfit be- 
came a can@date for Hospital Commis- 
sioner. His most vigorous enemy on 
the Hospital Board, in whose hands the 
selection lay, was Dr. J. B. Shapleigh, 
a St. Louis College man and a profes- 
sor at Washington University. 

When Dr. Morfit attained his ambi- 
tion, Dr. Shapleigh made a heated 
speech against him before the Hos- 
pital Bodrd and branded him as a 
“trouble maker.” 

Dr. Henry Schwartz, president of 
the St. Louis Medical Society, a'so 
forsook the Fischel-Mudd party 
through a personal grievance, and it 
is rumored that he is to be punished 
by the loss of his chair in Washing- 
ton University. It is related that Dr 
Mudd advised an operation upon a 
patient who had been under the care 
of Dr. Schwartz. Dr. Schwartz re- 
garded this as an affront, it is said, 
and promptly attached himself to the 
Tuholske faction. 

Dr. Martin F. Engman, it is told, 
tried to get the scalp of Dr. William 
A. Hardaway, who was his superior 
at the Polyclinic. Failing to do sp, 
Dr. Engman’ forsook the Tuholske 
faction, of which Hardaway was an 
adheremt, and enlisted with Fischel 
and Mudd. 


Exclusive Club Figures. 

Last but not least, the story is told 
that Dr. Tuholske’s name was proposed 
for membership in the exclusive Ameri- 
can Surgical Association, and that Dr, 
Mudd'‘s name was proposed at about the 
same time. Dr. Mudd was admitted, it 
is said, but Dr. Tuholske’s name was 
held in committee. Dr. Tuholske’s 
friends tay that his name was held in 
abeyance so that his opponents might 
have a club to hold over his head to in- 
duce him to vote for the election of 
their friends to the Washington Uni- 
versity faculty. Dr. Tuholske told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he is not a 
member of the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation, and that he does not remember 
whether his name was ever proposed for 
membership. 

Dr. Fischels’ Patients Helped. 
It happens that 2r. Fischel is the 
family physician of Robert S. Brookings, 
president of the Washington University 
Corporation and the most lavish con- 
tributor to its needs. Dr. Fischel also 
is the physician of Adolphus Busch, an- 
other generous giver, of Samuel Cupples 
and of Chancellor Houston. It {is said 
that many of the contributions were 
made on the condition, !mposed upon 
the Board of Directors, that “‘fossils’’ 
and “trouble makers,”’ meaning the Mis- 
sourl College men, should be eliminated 
from the faculty. The heaviest sub- 
scribers were of the Fischel-Mudd party. 
As the latter became dominant by this 
fact, the recent remoyals followed. 
But not all the Missouri College men 
are acquiescing in their downfall, and 
some of the more ardent spirits are al- 
ready planning a campaign of reprisal, 
believing that all is not yet lost. 
The Washington University Hospital 
and the adjoining Polyclinic on Jeffer- 
son avenue belong to a corporation of 
Missouri College men, under the name 
of the Missour! Medical Association. Dr. 
Tubolske is a stockholder. The property 
is held by Washington University under 
a lease, but the lease is drawing near 
its expiration. There is talk among 
some of the stockhohers of refusing to 
renew the lease to the university and of 
establishing an independent hospital and 
clinic. As the Polyclinic ts considered 
by many phepsicians to be the best in 
the city, the malcontents think they 
could make it a thorn in the side of the 
university. 
But Dr. Tuholske, the leader of the 
“outs,”’ derided this plan of revenge to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“As long as the university pays its 
rent,’ sald he, “it is welcome to the 
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mind to spite the university by such 
means.’’ 


On all other points of the contro- 
versy Dr. Tuholske was silent. ‘I have 
my opinions,’’ he said, ‘‘but it would do 
neither myself. nor Washington Uni- 
versity any good to air them. Despite 


what has happened, I am as ardent as 





ever for the cause of elevating medical 
education.

Mrs. McCarthy, With 18, 
Tells Him She Will Have 
20, She Hopes. 








GREETED AS “A SPORT” 





“What Would Kaiser Say if 
He Was Called That?” 
Colonel Asks. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Aug. 4,—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt patted. hundreds of 
children on their heads, praised their 
mothers, lunched with the clergy, dined 
on a mountain top and early this morn- 
ing slid down the mountain in an auto- 
mobile to catch a train for New York. 

At the conclusion of the day none of 
the persons who had followed the move- 
ments of the Colonel could suggest any 
possible explanation for the spectacular 
trip of the former president in the last 
two days. When he was pressed for a 
definite statement of his opinion of the 
trip he said: 

“I have come to the conclusion that 
this cannot be called an investigation. 
My visits have given me a little ‘clearer 
sight into social cond‘fions, and that’s 
about all.”’ 

During his thirteen-hour automobile 
journey turough the anthracite coal re- 
gions, the colonel heard himself fre- 
quently acclaimed as the “next presi- 
dent.’ He made no remonstrance. 
Throughout his trip he was accompanied 
by John Mitchell, former president of 
the United Mine Workers, and the Rev. 
Father Curran. 

Gateman Calls Him Teddy. 
At one time on the trip the Colonel 


brought up the name of his friend, the 


Kaiser. Roosevelt was passing a toll 
gate at the time. He paid the man in 
charge a nickel and then introduced 
himself. The gatekeeper shook hands 
and as the Colonel’s auto moved on the 
man shouted: ‘‘Teddy, you are a fine old 
sport.”’ 

“Did you hear that?’ asked Roosevelt 
of his traveling companions. “I wonder 
what the Kaiser would have done had a 
man said that to him?” 

There was a man asleep in a chair 
in front of one of.the saloons passed 
by the former President. A man clapped 
the sleeper on the back and shouted, 
“Wake up, Roosevelt’s going by.’’ 

“Wiho’s going to buy?’ instantly 
asked the man in the chair. 


Visits a Roosevelt School. 
In the course of his wandering the 


Colonel visited Pittston, Brookside, 





Nanticoke, Glen Summitt, Bear Creek, 
Duryea, Wyoming and Avondale. He 
covered more than a hundred miles and 
it was nearly 8 o'clock when he arrived 
at Bear Creek for dinner. 

Upon reaching a school named in his 
honor, Roosevelt insisted upon being 
shown through the building. He talked 
with members of the State constab- 
lary and at the invitation of two of the 
troopers visited the barracks, accém- 
panied by Mitchell, whose old organiza- 
tion is bitterly opposed to the existence 
of the Pennsylvania State force. 

Many times during the day the 
Colonel's anti-race-suicide views got an 
airing. At Avondale the Colonel stopped 
to talk with Mrs. O. H. Matthews, the 
mother of eight children. Little Mary 
McLaughlin came up and said: ‘Please 
come and see my mother. She has 12 
boys and girls.” 

While talking with the McLaughlins 
Roosevelt was pleased at finding a pic- 
ture of himself on the wall and a book 
entitled: “The Life and Work of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.’’ The Colonel said he 
was not the author and did not recognize 
the name of the writer of the book. Mrs. 
McLaughlin insisted that the Colonel 
visit a neighbor, Mrs. Hart, who has 17 
children. He did, and as he was leaving 
there a boy came running up and 
shouted: 

‘My ma.says if you will stop at the 
second saloon to the right, Mrs. McCar- 
thy has 18 children!” 

Mrs. McCarthy was standing in 
front of her husband's place. She 
said she was proud of the 18, and 
“with God’s help, expect to have an 
even 20.” 

Some towns gave the Colonel a 
dynamite salute, but in many towns 
John Mitchell carried off all the 
honors in the way of @ reception. 

The Colonel declined to discuss any 
political questions during the day, but 
states that upon his return to Oyster 
Bay he will probably take up some 
matters connected with the New York 


State compaign.

Adults are not immune from the mal- 


ady, which is known in such cases as 
polio-myelitis. William Hinrich, pitch- 


er of the Washington baseball team of 
the American League, as been put. out 


of the game by an attack of this dis- 
ease which affected his pitching arm. 

There have been numerous cases of the 
disease among infants in Washington, 
and it is said to be epidemic in Fayette 
City, in Seuthwestern. Pennsylvania. In 
Mason City, Io., 20 deaths have resulted 
from an epidemic of the disease and 
Government physicians have begun an 
investigation. 

The 4year-old daughter of Charles 
Janes and wife of Edwardeville is the 
first sufferer from this disease in re- 
cent years in this section. Her left side 
is paralyzed. Fever has accompanied 
the stroke, which has left her almost 
speechless. 

Science Wresties With Mystery. 

A St, Louis specialist in child¥en’s 
diseases said Thursday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“Science is now wrestling with the 
mystery of infantile paralysis, or 
polio-myelitis. There is every reason 
te hope, from past experience, that 
the mystery will be solved, but the 
solution is not yet in sight. 

“At the Rockefeller Institute for 
Research in New York, experiment- 
ers have succeeded in transmitting 
the disease from human beings to 
‘monkeys and from monkeys to other 
monkeys. This is preliminary to 
tests by which a serum for the treat- 
ment of the disease may be discov- 
ered. 

“The source of infection has not 
been satisfactorily determined, but it 
seems that the disease is air-borne 
and that infection is through the res- 
piratory organs. 

“Complete recoveries from this 
disease are rare. When the child 
survives, shriveled limbs or olub 
feet, or similar deformities remain. 


Disease Comes Abruptly, 
“The @Gifference between this ‘disease 


and cerebro-spinal meningitis is that in- 
fantile paralysis affects the gray mat- 
ter of the spinal cord and the brain it- 
self, while meningitis affects the coat- 
ings of the cord and of the brain. One 
terrible thing about the disease is the 
abruptness with which it comes.”

A.check for $300, sent by an anony- 
ous donor through Attorney BH. M. 
Grossman for transporting children to 
the large parks for a general picnic, 
has been twice returned to Grossman by 
the Mayor, after having originally been 
accepted with thanks. Grossman has 
accordingly been obliged to return the 
check to the donor. 
There were many inquiries last sum- 
mer as to the time of the expected out- 
ings, and there was great disappoint- 
ment when the children learned that no 
outing was to be given them. 
A young man of means learned how 
the children had been disappointed and 
determined that this summer they should 
have their outing. He tnquired into the 
cost, then obtained a cashier’s check 
for $300, which he gave to Attorney 
Grossman with instructions to give it 
to the city for the purposes intended, 
and not to reveal his name. 
Grossman forwarded the oheck to 
Mayor Kreismann May [f1, with a letter 
explaining the purpose and requesting 
that it be placed af the disposal of Miss 
Charlotte Rumbold, secretary of the 
Public Recreation Commission. 
Mayor Rejects Donation. 
When the Mayor turned the matter 
over to the commission, obstacles 
were first imposed. The commission 
comprises Park Commissioner Scan- 
lan, chairman; Victor Hugo, manager 
of a boiler insurance company; BE. 8. 
Klein, an architect; Charles Steiner, 
a tag manufacturer, and Eugene 
Cuendt, clubman, with Miss Rumbold 
as secretary and playground man- 
ager. 
In a letter written to Grossman, 
June 1, the Mayor stated that he had 
come to believe, after consulting with 
‘the park commissioner and the recre- 
ation commission, that there might 
be “some impropriety in the com- 
mission accepting financial gupport 


scope of its work.” 

He mentioned the fact that several 
neighborhood parks are being pro- 
vided and finally said, with assur- 
ances of appreciation, that it had been 
decided to decline the donation. The 
commisison’s reason, he stated, was 
the fear that it might be “burdened 
with an uncertainty as to whether it 
is applying the trust in accordance 
with/the exact views of the donor 
and that it might be undertaking a 
function which the creation of the 
commission did not contemplate.” 


Lawyers Ask Reconsideration, 
The Mayor inclosed a letter from Park 
Commissioner Scanlan, in which Scanlan 
said that “it is not within the province 
of the city to provide funds for tfans- 
porting the little ones from the smaller 
playgrounds to the larger parks when 
the city is providing additional breath- 
ing spaces in the congested districts, the 
sum of $580,000 having been expended 
during the last 15 months.” He added 
that consdierations of economy were not 
the cause of the abandonment of the 
plan formerly followed by the city. 
Grossman replied a week later, telling 
the Mayor that the donor of the e check 
did not wish to “burden” the commis- 
sion in any way; that it was only in- 
tended to “burden” Miss Rumbold, who, 
he believed, would not object to the 
labor required. The commission, he said, 
was not asked to undertake any func. 
tion whatever. As to the neighborhood 
parks, they were not ready for use, he 
said, and would not be ready thig sum. 
mer, so that the needs for an outing 


this summer at least, was as great as 
ever. 


Philanthropic Effort Wasted, 
“The reasons given by you and Mr. 
Scanian,” wrote Grossman, ‘Yio not 
seem to justify your action. yr there- 
fore beg you to reconsider it. By re- 
jecting this gift you are likely to dis. 
courage and to check the growing spirit 
of public philanthropy. You wound, un- 
encessarily in my obinion, the feelings 
of one of our most’ Promising citizens. 
But most serious of all, you deny to 
the poor chfidren of the congested dis- 
tricts a privilege that they ana all good 
citizens would welcome and apprediate.”’ 
The Mayor took the matter up with 
Scanian and the commision again, and 
July 7 sent Grossman the final refusal. 
He said in his letter that the Rev. 
Jacob EB. Meeker had called on him 
and volunteered to assist Miss Rum- 
bold tn looking after the ohfldren. 

“I am today in recefpt of a communi- 
cation from Mr. Scanlan,” the Mayer 
wrote, “stating that the commission 
hag taken the view that {t ts not within 
its province to permit its agents to reg- 
ularly conduct the children from one 
park to another, either at public or 
private expense, which view I support.”
